The  Trustees  gratefully  recognize  the  interest  manifested 
by  our  citizens,  and  by  scholars  and  investigators  in  our  own 
country  and  abroad  in  the  progress  of  the  Newberry  Library, 
and  for  their  information  would  present  this  their  fourth  an- 
nual statement  of  the  work  accomplished. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian,  with  its  several  appendixes  pre- 
sented herewith,  gives  the  statistics  of  the  Library.  The 
progress  made  in  the  collections  is  indicated  by  the  following 
tabular  statement.

It  should  here  be  stated  that  during  the  last  year  there  were 
received  the  large  donations  to  the  Medical  Department, 
referred  to  in  the  Librarian's  report,  viz. :

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During  the  three  and  one-half  years  since  the  founding  of  the 
Library,  the  additions  of  books  have  averaged  annually,  17,315; 
pamphlets,  6,820. 

The  amount  expended  for  books,  pamphlets  and  periodicals, 
including  freight  and  express  charges,  and  binding,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  January  5,  1891,  was  $84,258.46.  The 
amount  expended  for  Library  administration,  including  sala- 
ries, fuel,  stationery,  insurance,  postage,  printing,  etc.,  was 
$16,447.43. 

While  it  is  the  general  plan  of  the  Trustees  to  add  to  the 
several  departments  of  the  Library  in  symmetrical  proportion 
as  related  to  their  general  value,  they  are  prepared  to  meet  the 
wants  of  students  on  special  subjects  at  any  time  by  ordering 
works  procurable  at  home  or  abroad. 

The  purchases  made  at  the  sale  of  the  library  of  the  late  S. 
L.  M.  Barlow,  of  New  York,  and  the  collection  from  the 
private  library  of  Henry  Probasco,  Esq.,  of  Cincinnati,  are 
described  in  the  Librarian's  report.  The  rare  bindings  from 
the  latter  are  now  being  arranged  chronologically  for  their 
more  intelligent  exhibit  and  study.  These  with  the  other  treas- 
ures of  this  collection  will  prove  of  greatly  increased  value 
when  placed  in  the  larger  accommodations  of  the  permanent 
Library  building. 

The  Trustees  would  here  express  their  thanks  to  Mr.  Pro- 
basco for  his  various  gifts  to  the  Library  including  with  other 
documents  a  valuable  marble  bust  of  Henry  Clay,  taken  in  his 
prime,  by  Joel  T.  Hart,  a  copy  of  a  bust  of  Dante,  by  Do- 
menico  ;  a  bust  of  Shakespeare,  made  from  the  wood  of  the 
"  Hearne's  Oak,"  England  ;  also  autograph  letters  of  Napoleon 
I.,  Frederick  the  Great,  and  Meyerbeer;  with  a  copy  of  Gregorii 
Nazianzeni  opera,  1570;    also  nineteen    Latin  manuscripts  on 
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parchment,  relating  chiefly  to  the  Convent  of  St.  Geronimo 
de  la  Murtra,  with  Papal  Bulls,  etc.,  of  dates  from  1404  to  1641  ; 
and  ten  Spanish  manuscripts  on  parchment,  one  being  a 
Grant  of  Absolution,  made  13  Oct.,  1487,  by  Don  Ynigo  Man- 
rique,  Archbishop  of  Cordova,  to  Don  Diego  Fernandes  de 
Cordova,  Count  of  Cabra,  and  to  the  Monks  of  the  Monastery 
of  Santa  Maria  de  Consolacion,  with  Bull  of  Innocent  VIII, 
dated  26  April,  1487,  incorporated  in  the  document  ;  also  a 
Perpetual  Annuity,  granted  Feb.  I,  1649,  by  Philip  IV; 
and  Deeds  of  Sale,  Grants,  and  Perpetual  Leases  to  property 
in  Cordova,  of  dates  from  1488,  to  1619. 

Perhaps  in  no  step  has  the  Library  extended  its  influence 
more  during  the  past  year,  than  in  the  establishment  of  the 
Medical  Department,  fully  set  forth  by  the  Librarian.  The 
Trustees  are  prepared  to  add  still  further  to  the  list  of  home 
and  foreign  periodicals,  as  they  may  be  desired  by  the  med- 
ical faculty.  This  as  well  as  other  departments  of  the  Li- 
brary is  opened  day  and  evening. 

Plans  of  the  Library  building  have  been  prepared  by  the 
architect,  and  the  foundations  were  put  in  during  the  autumn. 
Detailed  drawings  and  specifications  are  now  being  prepared 
for  contractors'  bids  that  the  work  may  go  forward  in  the  early 
spring.  Unless  interrupted  by  unforeseen  circumstances,  the 
Trustees  expect  to  complete  the  stone  and  masonry,  and  iron 
work,  with  the  roof  the  coming  season;  and  complete  the  build- 
ing in  1892. 

Our  present  quarters,  upon  which  the  rapidly  augmenting 
collections,  with  suitable  accommodations  for  readers  and 
students  are  already  encroaching  ;  the  increasing  demand  by 
our  own  citizens  and  many  from  abroad  for  the  advantages  of 
a  well  appointed  Library  of  reference ;  and  the   desire  of  the 
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Trustees  that  at  the  earliest  possible  day  the  full  advantages 
resulting  from  Mr.  Newberry's  beneficent  foundation  may  be 
enjoyed,  prompt  to  every  effort  for  the  early  accomplishment 
of  this  enduring  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


CHICAGO,  January  5,  1891. 
To  the  Trusties  of  the  Newberry  Library: 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the 
statistics  and  progress  of  the  Newberry  Library  during  the  past 
year. 

The  whole  number  of  books  in  the  Library  on  January  1  was 
60,614,  and  of  pamphlets  23,958.  The  accession  of  books  dur- 
ing the  year  was  23,242,  and  of  pamphlets  11,610.  The  number 
of  books  bought  was  12,954,  and  the  number  given  10,288.  Of 
pamphlets  the  number  bought  was  2,574,  and  9,036  were  given.

The  removal  of  the  Library  from  338  Ontario  street  to  the 
new  temporary  building  on  the-  north-west  corner  of  North 
State  and  Oak  streets,  was  begun  April  7th  and  completed  in 
a  week.  This  fire-proof  building,  sixty  by  one  hundred  and 
sixty  feet,  is  two  stories  high  and  has  a  dry  and  well-lighted 
basement.  Although  simple  in  plan  and  having  no  architec- 
tural pretensions,  it  is  light  and  is  convenient  for  the  temporary 
uses  of  the  Library  until  the  permanent  structure  on  the  Ogden 
block,  of  which  the  foundations  are  laid,  is  completed.  The 
classification,  shelf-lists,  and  the  preliminary  catalogue  of  the 
books  excepting  some  the  later  accessions,  have  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  reading-room  is  open  to  the  public  for  the 
consultation  of  books  and  current  periodicals  from  9  o'clock 
A.M.  to  5  P.M.,  and  from  7  to  10  o'clock  P.M.  The  Library 
has  never  been  practically  closed  to  scholars  who  wished  to 
consult  books  which  could  not  be  found  elsewhere;  but  dur- 
ing the  period  of  arrangement  the  facilities  for  access  to  and 
study  of  the  books  were  so  limited  that  few  persons  applied 
as  readers.  During  November  the  number  of  day  visitors  to 
the  reading  room  was  971,  and  in  December  865,  each  sex  fur- 
nishing about  the  same  number.  Evening  service  in  the  read- 
ing-room began  October  20,  and  to  January  1  the  number  of 
visitors  was  1,099 — 954  being  males  and  145  females. 

At  the  principal  hook-sales  by  auction  which  have  occurred 
during  the  year  the  Library  has  been  represented.  Among 
the  most  important  sales  was  that  of  the  library  of  Mr.  S. 
L.  M.  Barlow,  when  a  considerable  number  of  valuable  works 
on  early  American  history  were  secured,  some  of  whose  titles 
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will  appear  later  in  the  list  of  important  accessions.  The 
largest  and  most  valuable  single  collection  purchased  was  the 
private  library  of  Mr.  Henry  Probasco,  of  Cincinnati.  Retir- 
ing from  business  more  than  thirty  years  ago  with  an  ample 
fortune  and  a  refined  taste  for  art,  Mr.  Probasco  devoted  his 
leisure  time  to  the  collection  of  pictures  and  of  books  and  manu- 
scripts in  which  the  art  element  was  prominent.  It  was  also 
his  ambition  to  own  the  early  editions  of  the  Bible,  of  the 
greatest  authors  in  literature,  and  choice  specimens  of  early 
typography  in  the  books  printed  before  the  year  1500.  His 
leading  taste  as  a  collector  was  in  procuring  the  finest  speci- 
mens of  art-bindings  from  the  time  of  Grolier  to  that  of 
Trautz-Bauzonnet  and  Bedford.  The  work  of  sixty-five  other 
eminent  art-binders  in  the  collection  shows  the  progress  made 
in  book-binding  from  the  sixteenth  century  to  our  time. 

The  earliest  style  represented  in  the  collection  is  one 
specimen  from  designs  of  Maioli,  1549;  and  next  two  Groliers 
(1550-1565)  stamped  on  the  covers  "  Io.  Grolierii  et  Amicorum," 
both  fully  described  in  M.  Le  Roux  de  Lincy's  "  Recherches 
sur  Jean  Grolier,"  and  having  Grolier's  autograph  inside  the 
covers.  Of  the  sixteenth-century  bindings  there  are  ten  in  the 
Italian  style,  nine  in  the  French,  and  three  not  identified. 
Of  the  seventeenth-century  style  there  are  nine  examples  of 
Italian  work  by  unknown  binders;  four  of  French,  one  of  which 
is  by  Boyet ;  and  one  is  probably  Spanish.  Of  the  eighteenth- 
century  binders,  the  French  style  is  represented  by  Derome 
(1730-1761),  Padeloup(i735-i76o),  each  in  three  specimens,  and 
eleven  whose  workmanship  is  not  identified.  There  are  also 
five  fine  specimens  of  the  Italian  style  of  the  period.  The 
eminent  English  binders  of  the  nineteenth-century  represented 
in  the  collection  are  as  follows — the  number  of  specimens,  when 
more    than  one,  being   named    in    parentheses :     Aitken  (2) ;

The  binders  of    the 
present  century  represented,  but  not  named  above,  are  the  fol- 
lowing: Binda;  Binet;  Bruyere(2);  Closs;  Cocheu  ;  Corfmart ; 
Gaillard  ;  Gallette  ;  Ginesta  (3) ;  Laengner  ;  Lardiere  ;   Mansel  ; 
Matthews  (New  York);  Silani  ;  Stamper  (9);  Vogt  (2).     There 
are  also  twenty-two  volumes  showing  the  various  styles  of  art- 
binders  of  this   century  whose  names  are  not  identified.     The 
collection   of  art-bindings   has  been  chronologically    arranged 
on  the  shelves  so  that  the  styles  may  be  studied  by  periods, 
countries  and  individuals. 

Of  the  early  and  rare  editions  of  the  Bible  there  are  eighty- 
eight  in  the  collection.  Among  the  Latin  Bibles  is  one  printed 
at  Venice  in  1476,  and  another  at  Venice  in  1480,  on  vellum, 
and  illuminated  throughout  with  many  miniatures.  Only 
one  other  copy  on  vellum  was  printed,  which  is  in  the  Biblio- 
theque  Nationale  at  Paris.  Of  the  English  Bibles  there  are 
the  "Great  Bible,"  1539;  "  Cranmer's,"  1541  ;  "  Matthevvs's " 
(John  Rogers's)  revision  of  Coverdale,  1549;  Jugge's  revision 
of  Coverdale,  1568;  "The  Bishops',''  1585;  Genevan  version, 
1609;  the  first  edition  of  King  James's,  the  "  He  Bible,"  161 1  ; 
and  the  second  edition  printed  the  same  year,  called  the  "  She 
Bible."  There  are  several  editions  of  the  early  German, 
Dutch    and  French  Bibles.     Amonir  the  New  Testaments  in 
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English  are  Tyndall's,  1541  ;  Beza's,  1583  ;  and  Wycliffe's,  first 
printed  in  1848. 

Of  Shakspere  there  are  the  first,  second,  and  fourth  folios, 
1623,  1632,  1685.  Of  Homer  ten  editions,  beginning  with  that 
of  Aldus,  1 5 17  ;  of  Dante,  nine  editions,  from  1477;  of  Horace 
eight  editions,  from  that  of  Aldus,  15 19;  of  Petrarch  eleven 
editions,  from  1478  to  1732  ;  of  Cervantes  four  illustrated 
editions  in  Spanish.  Many  of  these  volumes  are  bound  in  the 
most  sumptuous  style  by  Derome,  Cape,  Niedree,  Chambolle- 
Duru,  and  other  art-binders.  In  the  collection  is  the  elephant- 
folio  edition  of  Audubon's  Birds,  and  the  folio  edition  of  his 
Quadrupeds. 

Among  the  illuminated  manuscripts  are  four  copies  of  the 
Biblia  Sacra  Latina  written  before  the  invention  of  printing  ; 
three  copies  of  the  Koran  in  Arabic,  and  several  illuminated 
Missals,  Horae  and  Officia  of  the  Virgin.  The  objects  of  interest 
in  the  large  collection  are  too  numerous  to  be  here  mentioned 
in  detail. 

The  owner,  foreseeing  the  probability  that  the  collection,  if 
not  disposed  of  in  his  life-time,  would  be  scattered,  and  wishing 
that  it  might  be  deposited  intact  in  a  western  institution, 
offered  it  to  the  Newberry  Library  through  Mr.  Robert  Clarke, 
the  veteran  bookseller  of  Cincinnati,  on  terms  which  the 
Trustees  have  accepted.  Here  it  will  always  be  an  attraction 
to  book  lovers  and  art  students,  will  be  examined  with  interest 
and  instruction  by  multitudes  of  visitors,  and  remain  a 
perpetual  memorial  to  the  name  of  the  collector.

♦This  exceedingly  rare  book,  the  earliest  publication  of  Spanish  laws  relat- 
ing to  the  New  World,  has  been  bought  in  London  and  will  soon  be  received. 
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An  important  step  has  been  taken  the  past  year  in  establish- 
ing a  Medical  Department  in  the  Newberry  Library  which 
promises  great  benefits  to  the  medical  profession  of  Chicago  and 
vicinity.  The  fact  seems  to  require  a  brief  historical  state- 
ment. 

There  never  has  existed  in  Chicago  a  medical  reference 
library  of  any  importance,  and  many  fruitless  attempts  have 
been  made  to  supply  this  essential  need  of  the  profession. 
About  six  years  ago  the  Chicago  Medical  Society,  the  Medical 
Press  Association,  and  Homoeopathic  Relief  Association  turned 
over  to  the  Chicago  Public  Library  their  collections  as  the 
basis  of  such  a  library ;  and  with  the  understanding  on  the  part 
of  the  profession  that  the  city  would  build  up  a  medical  refer- 
ence collection  as  one  of  the  Public  Library's  special  depart- 
ments, and  that  it  would  give  it  that  completeness  which  the 
medical  profession  required.  Something  was  done  in  this 
direction,  but  less  than  the  profession  required.  The  Public 
Library  had  no  space  it  could  devote  to  this  exclusive  use,  and 
the  question  arose  in  the  Board  of  Directors  whether  an  object 
of  such  special  interest  came  legally  within  the  popular  func- 
tions of  the  library. 

The  scheme  having  failed,  the  Medical  Library  Association  of 
Chicago  was  incorporated  to  do  this  work,  and  some  progress 
was  made  in  the  raising  of  money  and  the  collection  of  medical 
books.  In  view,  however,  of  the  expense  in  obtaining  rooms 
and  paying  for  administration,  the  new  project  languished,  and 
its  promoters  and  medical  profession  at  large  solicited  the 
Trustees  of  the  Newberry  Library  to  accept  as  a  gift  the  col- 
lections already  made,  and  to  assume  the  charge  of  creating  a 
medical  reference  library  with  such  co-operation  as  the  profes- 
sion could  give.  This  responsibility  the  Trustees  assumed  and 
appointed  a  superintendent   of  the  medical  department.        In 
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May  the  Medical  Library  Association  transferred  to  this 
Library  1,515  volumes  and  1,909  unbound  serials  and  pamph- 
lets, including  the  bulk  of  the  valuable  library  of  the  late  Dr. 
James  S.  Jewell.  Other  parties  gave  718  volumes  and  1,880 
unbound  serials  and  pamphlets. 

The  Directors  of  the  Public  Library  were  then  asked  by  the 
officers  of  the  medical  societies  which  had  presented  the 
Library  with  their  collections,  to  transfer  the  same  to  the 
Newberry  Library,  and  the  request  was  cordially  acceded  to, 
on  condition  that  the  Newberry  Library  refund  the  amount 
the  Public  Library  had  expended  in  making  additions  to  the 
collection,  and  in  the  work  of  arranging  it.  These  conditions 
were  conceded,  and  in  July  6,583  volumes  and  4,550  un- 
bound serials  and  pamphlets  were  received  from  the  Public 
Library. 

A  medical  reference  department  to  this  Library  has  there- 
fore been  inaugurated ;  but  much  work  remains  to  be  done  in 
arranging  and  cataloguing  the  material  collected,  filling  up  the 
gaps,  and  completing  the  sets  of  serials  before  it  affords  the 
facilities  of  a  library  such  as  the  profession  needs.  A  commit- 
tee of  eminent  physicians  and  surgeons  residing  in  the  city,  on 
invitation  of  the  Trustees,  have  kindly  consented  to  give  their 
advice  in  the  selection  of  books  and  serials  for  this  department. 
Good  progress  has  been  made  in  supplying  the  reading-room 
with  the  current  medical  periodicals.  The  list  now  numbers 
279,  of  which  104  are  issued  in  the  United  States,  and  171  in 
foreign  countries.  Of  the  latter,  Germany  supplies  60 ;  France 
44;  Great  Britain,  20;  Austria,  13;  Italy,  11  ;  Belgium,  6; 
Canada,  4;  Spain,  3  ;  Norway  and  Sweden,  4;  Switzerland,  2; 
Denmark,  4;  Australia,  China,  East  Indias,  Japan,  Mexico  and 
Russia,  1  each.
